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he Maritime History Manuscript Pro- 

cessing Project, now underway in the 
Museum’s Stephen Phillips Library, is 
breaking new ground in archival adminis- 
tration, significantly improving availability 
of manuscript resources to scholars and 
making important new discoveries in the 
manuscript collection. So report Librarian 
Gregor Trinkaus-Randall and project ar- 
chivist Rob Spindler. 

The objectives of the project sound 
routine at first: rehousing manuscript

material in acid-free containers, arranging 
and describing the documents in order to 
make them more accessible to the researcher. 
“To appreciate the project it’s impor- 
tant to realize its scale,” says Trinkaus-Ran- 
dall. “The Library has over 500 linear feet of 
Maritime History material. That doesn’t 
include historic logs, which may be the 
subject of a later proposal. We’ve com- 
pleted a little over 40 feet during the first 
six months. The pace is somewhat slower 
than we originally anticipated because of 


the remarkable nature of the material 
we've been discovering, as well as other 
factors.” Funding for the first two years of 
the project was provided by a matching 
grant from the National Historic Public 
Records Commission (NHPRC). The match- 
ing funds were provided by the generosity 
of Mrs. Stephen Phillips. 

The documents involved in the project 
include material from this museum and 
from the James Duncan Phillips Library of 
the Essex Institute. Much of the initial work 
on the project focused on reconciling the 
two archival information systems to create 
a finding aid adaptable to both. “To my 
knowledge this level of cooperation in 
collection processing is a first,” says Rob 
Spindler. “Until now, cooperation between 
two such institutions has concentrated on 
other issues, such as coordinating collec- 
tions policies in order to minimize competi- 
tion for acquisitions.” 

The bulk of the labor of the project 
has fallen on Spindler, but he and the 
Librarian are quick to credit the help they 
have had available. “Volunteer Dick Martin 
has been an important help to Rob,” says 
Trinkaus-Randall. “In addition two interns 
from the Simmons College archival pro- 
gram, Roberta Kovitz and Linda Doll, have 
helped us make progress with other manu- 
script collections.” 

Rob Spindler has degrees in history 
from Boston University and in archival 
management from Simmons. Articulate 
when discussing the procedures of archival 
management, he reveals a more intense 
involvement when he speaks of the con- 
tents of the collections. 

“We began the project by working on 
the Phillips Family Papers, donated to the 
Museum in 1972,” he says. “When | came 
here | had no idea what an extraordinary 
resource those papers would prove to be.” 

Work is now complete on the papers 
of Stephen Willard Phillips, Stephen Henry 
Phillips, Stephen Clarendon Phillips and 
Captain Stephen Phillips. In progress are 
the papers of Jonathan Willard and 
J. Willard Peele. “In each case, we have 
remarkably complete sets of papers which 
create a sense of context for the research- 
ers,” Spindler comments. “However the 
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papers of most of the family members 
contain particularly exciting material. 
Stephen W. Phillips, for example, was an 
historian and manuscript collector. His 
papers include some 400 documents 
written or signed by a variety of political 
and intellectual figures. There are few 
items for each figure, and consequently 
the research value of the documents is 
limited. However they are of considerable 
interest as individual artifacts.” It would be 
difficult to duplicate such a collection 
today, observes Spindler. Stephen W. 
Phillips acquired his manuscripts early in 
this century, before the historical value of 
such documents was widely appreciated. 
The papers of Stephen H. Phillips, 
father of Stephen W., offer valuable in- 
sights into the life of a mid-19th century 
attorney, but they include material of 
added historiographic interest. “In the 
1890s, Stephen H. Phillips wrote a mono-

graph on Edwin M. Stanton, Attorney 
General on the eve of the Civil War, and his 
role in preparing the Union for its strug- 
gle,” explains Spindler. “Phillips’ corres- 
pondence includes not only exchanges 
with scholars but with men who had 
known Stanton.” 

It’s clear that Rob Spindler’s great 
excitement — so far — is with the papers 
of Willard Peele, which formed part of the 
Phillips gift. These, which will be classified 
separately as part of the Peele family pa- 
pers, are a collection of maritime history- 
related documents dating between 1790 
and 1835. They include documents of the 
Salem schooner Rajah, the first vessel to 
return direct to Salem from Sumatra with 
pepper. Peele lost a number of vessels as 
prizes during the War of 1812, and in 
subsequent claims litigation he was rep- 
resented by Daniel Webster. “The Peele 
papers include some twenty manuscript

letters from Daniel Webster,” reports 
Spindler. “They are just one dimension of a 
fabulous collection. There are nine feet of 
ships’ papers as well as personal and other 
legal documents.” 

The archival process is one of constant 
discovery, says Spindler. “I enjoy the 
personal familiarity | gain with the persons 
whose papers I’m processing, and with the 
times in which they lived. I’ve been deeply 
impressed with these men. They had 
wide-ranging intellects, interests and 
exceptional vocabularies. This sense of 
personal involvement is one of the things | 
find most rewarding about my work.” 

Funds for the project run through 
October, 1988. “We plan to submit a pro- 
posal to renew the grant,” says Trinkaus- 
Randall. “We will also begin to seek out a 
matching supporter. At present existence 
of a potential match offers the best oppor- 
tunity for renewing NHPRC funds.” 

During the remainder of the project 
there will be exhibits in the Library of 
particularly interesting documents brought 
to light by the project, beginning with the 
Captain Stephen Phillips papers.

he words are simple ones, appearing 

in a score of museums and galleries 
across the nation and halfway around the 
world. Behind the label “On loan from the 
Peabody Museum of Salem” lies a lengthy 
set of procedures and a meticulous atten- 
tion to detail. The tasks of sending and 
receiving loans are part of the duties of 
Museum Registrar Lucy Butler. 

“Each loan has a myriad of elements to 
be considered,” she explains. “The process 
starts when a curator or director contacts 
his or her counterpart here requesting 
permission to see an item in storage. An 
appointment is arranged and a written 
request is made to the Museum Committee 
containing all the details of the exhibit.” 





The Museum Committee is made up 
of curators, trustees, Development and 
Public Relations officers as well as the 
Director, Associate Director, Registrar and 
Conservator. It meets monthly to consider 
loan requests as well as other collections 
policy matters. Each proposal, whether 
involving one object or one hundred, is 
scrutinized carefully. Borrowers must sign 
a loan agreement which sets forth the 
conditions which must be met with any 
object borrowed from the Museum: all 
borrowed objects must be given proper 
and prominent credit stating that the 
object was loaned by the Peabody Museum 
of Salem. The borrower is responsible for 
insuring the object at the evaluation placed

by the Museum and maintaining security 
personnel to insure the safety of the dis- 
played objects. Specific requirements for 
display cases and lighting are stipulated, as 
well as instructions for handling and pack- 
ing the objects, and the return arrange- 
ments when the exhibit ends. All expenses 
in connection with the loan, including 
insurance, packing and shipping, and a per 
item fee are borne by the borrower. In 
addition, no object may be re-loaned or 
photographed without the special written 
permission from the Museum. 

“As a matter of general policy, the 
objects on loan are not currently on exhibit 
at the Museum,” Butler continued. “Excep- 
tions are made, of course, depending on

the nature of the borrowing exhibit, its 
length of time and location. While not 
every request is granted, we do try to 
accommodate as many requests as we can. 
The Peabody has such outstanding collec- 
tions, we want to reach as wide an audi- 
ence as possible.” 

If an object is in need of repair or 
special conservation, Museum Conser- 
vator William Phippen and the curator will 
design a plan with the borrowing counter- 
parts to ensure its maintenance and care. 

Loans of complete exhibitions have 
reinforced the Museum’s message in 
locations close to home and far abroad. 
The New England Fisheries: A Treasure 
Greater than Gold has appeared at the New 






Bedford Whaling Museum, Mystic Seaport 
and South Street Seaport in Manhattan 
since closing here. After The Chinese Taste 
made a very successful appearance last 
summer at the Heritage Plantation of 
Sandwich, Mass. A Museum exhibit of 
several years ago, Ethiopia: Christian Art of 
an African Nation was loaned to the Tampa 
Museum, in Florida, for three months in 
1986, after having travelled with the Smith- 
sonian Institution Travelling Exhibition 
Service (SITES) for almost three years. 

One of more unusual loan arrange- 
ments brought Kanban to Japan in 1984 for 
exhibition in a number of stores of the 
Takashimaya chain. Such exhibitions are 
more common in Japan than in the West. 
Conservator Will Phippen travelled to 
Japan to oversee the unpacking of the 
objects, and Associate Ethnology Curator 
John Grimes supervised its return. 

Objects from the Museum’s collec- 
tions are currently on loan near and far. 
There are Chinese export porcelain pieces 
at the House of Seven Gables, and prehis- 
toric Jomon pottery fragments from the 
famed Omori shell mound at the Ohta- 
Borough Museum of Folk History, Tokyo. 
The setting in which loan objects appear 
are diverse: two abaci appear in Pocket 
Calculators, an exhibit at Boston’s Com- 
puter Museum. A Fijian straw satchel from 
the Ethnology collection is part of the 
exhibit Interlacing: The Elemental Fabric at

New York’s American Craft Museum. 
Museum material appears in three 
travelling exhibits. Samuel Bartoll’s painting 

Landing of the Pilgrims is included in 
Magna Carta: Liberty Under Law. There are 
a number of Museum objects and paintings 
in the SITES exhibition Magnificent Voya- 
gers: The US Exploring Expedition of 1838- 
1842, which will be at the Peabody in 1989. 
Some 50 Japanese objects loaned to Tokyo: 
Form and Spirit returned in May. The 
exhibition, last at the Museum of Modern 
Art, San Francisco, drew Eastern critical 
attention during its appearance at the IBM 
Gallery in New York. 

“The work isn’t done when the objects 
finally depart the Museum,” Butler con- 
tinued. “I communicate regularly with the 
borrowing museums and visit whenever 
possible. And, of course, when the objects 
come back the process is reversed. We 
have to attend to details of packing, ship- 
ping and delivery, condition reports and 
documentation details. Once in a while 
there are repairs or insurance details to 
manage as well.” 

The Registrar looks forward to automa- 
tion of the loan process. “Requests for 
Peabody Museum of Salem objects in- 
crease yearly,” she says. “We want to be 
able to process those requests as quickly 
and efficiently as possible, to be able to 
share the wealth of these marvelous 
collections.”

Beginning with this issue we will present 
examples of requests for information 
received by the Museum’s curatorial de- 
partments.

Dear Sir: 

| am writing to you in the hope that you 
may be able to help me with research | have 
in progress. For many years | have been 
making a study of the use of incense for time 
measurement in Far Eastern countries. In 
this connection I have been seeking exam- 
ples of incense clocks that may exist in 
American collections. It occurred to me 
that some of these items might have been 
imported, either for sale or as souvenirs, in 
the China trade. 

Do you have any of these incense 
clocks — Chinese or Japanese — in your 
collections? Often they are identified as 
hand warmers, incense burners, or opium 
stoves. However, it is easy enough to deter- 
mine if they are incense burners or incense 
clocks by the presence, or lack of it, of the 
incense pattern as shown in the enclosed 
article.

Dear Miss Vukov: 

Thank you for your response to my 
inquiry concerning Oriental time measur- 
ers. You do indeed have a bonanza, all very 
interesting examples with an equally in- 
teresting provenance. 

I can verify that each of the seven items 
in your collection are indeed Chinese 
incense clocks. The two made of pewter are 
incense seals and the five vessels, with or 
without dragons are also incense timekeep- 
ers. The two vessels without dragons are 
especially of interest, and quite rare. 

With your permission, | would like to 
illustrate several of these in my forthcoming 
work The Trail of Time (Time Measurement 
With Incense in East Asia). It will be pub- 
lished as a scholarly monograph and not in 
the commercial trade.
